The villages 
were composed of houses roofed with a 
thick thatch of palm leaves and walled with 
bamboos and mud. :Tho interior of tho 
poorer cottages comprised golely a number 
of low, platforms, for purposes of work by 
day and sleep by night, and the ‘cooking 
arrangemonts at the back, In the richer 
dwellings the cantre was occupied by a re- 
ception room, containing a contral tablo 


and armchairs, an altar behind, and sleep- |

inlaid with Chinoge charactors in mother of 
pearl of brightly coloured embroidered 
hangings on- tho pillsta.

Thono great indefensible fortrassos seem to 
have been designed to contain the. entire 
population in time of peril, The markota 
wore held in an opsn place in tho middle 
of the village, frequently tiled over or 
thatched as a protection against the sun— 
the site being the property of the commune 
and being Jet out in plots cr atalls, or 
sometimes in the open couutry ata central 
spot between sevoral hanilote, Marketing 
was entitcly conducted by the female sex, 
who might be seet for miles walking in 
single fle and carrying their produce’ in 
basketa at the ond of a bamboo polo. 
When business opened thera was juat such 
8 jabbsring a in the monkey- house at the 
Zoo, The women squatted down: by the 
side of their wares, and: interspersed 5 
ceaseless chatter with chewing.of the betel 
Joaf, The people were obviously of the 
yellow or Obineso stool, having square 
jave, sallow skin, prominent cheek bones, 
thick lips, aud oblique eyes. Compare: 
with the Chineso, Oumbogians, and Siamese, 
who ato their next-door ‘neighbours, the 
‘Annamites were very ahort of stature ; but 
thoy were lithe, will made, and had small 
hauds and feet. Both soxes had very black 
hair which after childhood was taver cut, 
but was coiled into a chignon at tho back 
of the head. The bulk of the women were 
agly, some -would even say monstrous. 
Nevortholess, thore was. a softness and 
gentleness about their expression that re- 
deemed irregularity of foature; whilet a 
considerable minority of the young girls 
were positively pratty. The Annamites 
had faults icgeparable from aon Oriontal 
race, They were tricky and -deceitEal, dis- 
posed to thieve when they got the obauce, 
mendacions and incurable gamblers. ‘Tha 
{avn ‘smoled “mirate cigarettes; but the 
habitual solace of both sexes was the areca 
nut, which was rarely - abseut ‘from the 
motth of man or woman, It blackened 
the tecth, and discoloured the lips: and 
gums, It was to this practice that must be 
attributed the total absence in Anvam of 
that agreeable mark of salutation which has 
boen sanctified by the practice of so many 
ages, namely, the kiss, Lips so tainted 
could hardly eusbrace, , Accordingly the only 
kiss -of which the Adnamite women was 
cognisant was to plage her nose “against the 
man’s cheek, and to rab it geutly up and 
down, with: a,;kind of canine oniff. 
Curzon gave soma vivid descriptions of the 
beautiful scenery. through which. he had 
passed, and the lecture, was illustrated, by 
any photographs; those of the magnificent 
ruins of Cambogia, with the gallery of 
statuary over # thousand years old and a 
nije and a half long, exciting much interest, 
He regretted that in many parts of Siam the 
ruined palaces and temples which wera of 
great antiquity and interest. wore buing al- 
lowed to falt into dilapidation, i
